LOST LITTLE JOY

There are so many stories about the Old West that Black Diamond has told 
me around a campfire, that sometimes I don't know which one to tell you. 

Of course, most of the Black Diamond's exploits, as U. S. Marshal, were in 
the cattle country, in Montana, Wyoming and way down deep in Texas, 

One of the most romantic states, however, is Nevada, which in the early days 
was wild and wooly indeed, but most of the activity centered around mining 
booms, because most of the desert area was too dry and parched for cattle 
grazing. Besides who had time to raise cattle when there were millions of 
dollars in gold and silver waiting to be taken from the ground. 

Nevada was always a fabulous state. Untold fortunes were made in Nevada 
long before Las Vegas had a population of 500 people. Wherever prospectors 
struck gold, a boom town was built. It flourished for a few years and died. But 
during those few years these desert oases presented a rich and gay life, un- 
matched in New York, London or Paris. Deluxe dance halls were built, some 
of them with three bands to play, and hotels rivaled the best in 'the big cities. 
Newly rich prospectors dined formally in evening clothes, and the biggest and 
best theaters of the day, starring the world's most noted actors, sprang up in a 
dozen or more Nevada towns. There were luxurious and gaudy opera houses in 
Carson City, Reno, Tonapah and Goldfield, to name a few. 

Tourists will find no area more fascinating today than Nevada, whether it 
be the unbelievable magic city of Las Vegas or the ghost town of Rhyolite. 
Nevada is a big state, but thdre are few people; wide-open spaces, beautiful 
highways and countless sights of thrilling historic interest. Go There! 

This is a story of other days — the time of the first big boom in Goldfield. 
Goldfield, today, has only a handful of people and dozens of long-abandoned 
houses, buildings and homes. Some day, Black Diamond thinks it will be a 
boom town again because any area which produced so much gold, silver and 
other precious metals is bound to develop fabulously rich uranium properties. 



But way back in 1900 or thereabouts, when fortunes were being made by 
prospectors and promotors, there were some who could hardly make ends meet 
One of these families, long since forgotten, had a beautiful little daughter 
named Joy, Now one of the hazards of frontier life at the time was lack of 
water, and epidemic disease, especially a disease known as the Black Plague, 
was cbmmon. 

Little Joy fell sick of the Black Plague — desperately sick. While her father 
was miles away in the desert, her devoted mother tendered her with every care. 
But there was no water to cool the fever, and no doctor to give help. Hour 
after hour, day and night, Joy's mother, frantic and tearful, kept watch over 
her bedside. Then on the third night Joy died. 

The mother knew that she and her husband were so poor that they could 
not stay in Goldfield, even in the midst of this big boom. The local undertaker 
buried little Joy on the outskirts of town in a crude makeshift desert cemetery. 

The mother could not bear the thought of leaying her darling daughter in 
an unmarked grave among the sagebrush and Joshua trees. And this was the 
amazing thing! 

The mother was not strong, but she had a God-given, almost supernatural, 
strength, because of her devotion to her dear daughter. During the night she 
took a wheelbarrow that was handy in the yard and went down the main street 
to. a plot where a new hotel was under construction. The keystone had not yet 
been put in place. Normally, it would take three men to lift it 9 yet she, alone, 
lifted this huge stone into the wheelbarrow and pushed it almost three miles 
to the cemetery where little Joy lay buried. 

With superhuman strength she pushed the keystone into position to mark 
the grave and then on the upright stone, with a chisel and hammer, she marked 
the letters:— 

JOY 



Then she went home to greet her returning husband and both packed and left 
Goldfield forever. 

Perhaps it is not strange that no one reported the 
theft and that no posse went after the lady, who 
took the keystone. This brave father and mother 
are long since forgotten, even their names are un- 
known. But every year some of the good people of 
Goldfield on Decoration Day have gone out to the 
cemetery and placed flowers on the grave of little 
Joy. 

And if you go in your travels to what is left of 
old Goldfield and ask some oldtimer the way to the 
old cemetery, you will see the keystone marker on 
the grave of little Joy — and 111 bet you'll see a 
bunch of flowers on the grave— even after 5 5 years !
